Congressman C. D. Carter arrived 
this morning from Stonewall where 
he addressed a large audience last 
evening on the issues of the day, 
and at 2 o’clock this afternoon ad­ 
dressed a large crowd on the streets 
of Ada. 


He was introduced by J. W. Davis, 
who in a few well chosen rem arks 
presented the distinguished visitor. 
Mr. Carter first took up some of the 
state questions and paid his respects 
to Joe McNeal, who has been talking 
through his hat lately. In reference 
to the bowl about democratic extrav­ 
agance he quoted from a bulletin is­ 
sued by the census bureau in which 
a statem ent of the cost of running 
nine state governments of this sec­ 
tion was given. This showed that it 
cost $5.90 per capita to run the gov­ 
ernm ent of California, a republican 
state. It costs Kansas $2.55 per cap­ 
ita and Oklahoma l i t s . Reduced to 
actual 
figures the last fiscal year 
cost Kansas $3,667,000 to maintain its 
state government and Oklahoma $1,- 
980,000. He called attention, also, to 
the fact that without a vote of the 
people the tax rate of no community 
can be above a very reasonable fig­ 
ure. Then it follows that the people 
have only themselves to blame if they 
have a heavy tax rate. In a discus­ 
sion with Joe McNeal at McAlester 
a few days ago he called that gen­ 
tleman to time for being the official 
bandsman for the railroads in their 
litigation with the state. McNeal said 
he could see no particular harm in 
that, and declared that Truce had

Carter challenged the statem ent and 
called on him to name the road. Of 
course he couldn’t do it for Truce 
had never affixed his name to any 
such document.

Muskogee, Okla., Oct. 21.—The sale 
of two million acres of u n allied 
land of the five civilized tribes of 
Oklahoma will begin on November 


2 1, according to an official statement 
given out by J. George Wright, com­ 
missioner of the five tribes today 
The land will be sold by auction to 
the highest bidder, but must bring 
a price double the appraised value 
at the time of allotm ents were made. 
This means that the best agricultur­ 
al land must bring not less than $13 
an acre. 


Not more than 160 acres of land 
in any nation shall be sold to any 
one person, and no person will be 
permitted to purchase more than 640 
acres of land other than agricul­ 
tural. Twenty-five per cent of the 
purchase price must be paid at the 
time of purchase, balance, with six 
per cent from date of sale as fol­ 
lows. 
Twenty-five per cent

six months, and fifty per cent with­

months from date of 
sale.
